<1 l*> Joe Aiello, 
one of the bi* four of the Chicago 
underworld, wan murdered last night 
by two squads of machine 
gunncrn 
who directed a deadly <r»>ss fire of 
bullet* at him ae he came out of his 
hiding place. 
Aiello, deadly enemy of Scarface Al 
Capone, wa* ombuahed 
by 
gangs!*-! 
cnemic* who apparently had lain fot 
nay* or even week* in an apartment 
overlooking the gang leader's hideout 
awaiting the moment they could open 
fire. 
Capone's enemy, who was railed a 
"public enemy" by the crime commis­ 
sion, fell, 32 bullets in his back, one 
through his left eye, his light great 
toe shot away and his right leg broken 
In two place* by slug*. 
County 
morgue 
physicians 
h a d 
counted 62 bullet holes and said there 
might be more. 
The murder occurred in a fashion­ 
able residential district on North Kol­ 
m ar Avenue on the northwest side. 
The only witness was Jam es Ruane, 
taxicab driver, who had been called 
to the apartm ent where Aledo, who, 
like many other gang leaders had 
been a fugitive since Alfred Lingle was 
killed on June 9, wa* hiding. 
Ruane entered the hallway, found 
the bells out of older, kicked on the 
corridor door to notify his fare that 
he had arrived and started back to 
his cab. 
The fare, who was Aiello, 
followed about 15 feet in the rear. 
A* he opened the 
cab 
door, 
the 
driver heard a noise across the apart­ 
ment courtyard. 
He turned and saw 
a window opening slowly. 
A cumber­ 
some looking object was laid across 
the sill. There wa* a burst of flame. 
A* the courtyard rang with the roar 
and the echo of the machine gun Are 
and the crack of splintering wood and 
shattered 
glass. 
Aiello 
staggered, 
flouted something unintelligible, glar­ 
ed for a moment, terrified, at the ma- 
< bine gun nest, then turned and half 
ran, half stumbled around a corner 
rind into a narrow court. 
There he halted a* if to congratulate 
himself upon his escape. 
But hi* en­ 
emies had anticipated he might use 
just this avenue of escape. There was 
a second burst of fire, this one from 
the rear of the narrow court. 
The roar of the machine gun in the 
little enclosure was deafening. It con­ 
tinued for a moment, echoes folllowed. 
and the clamor died out. 
Deathly si­ 
lence followed. 
Ruane ran from be 
hind his car. 
Motorcycle Policeman 
Charles Fuller, who lives a block away, 
had heard the shots and joined the 
cab driver. 
They placed Aiello's body 
in the cab and took it to a hospital. 
Aiello's identity was a mystery for 
an hour until iii* name was deciphered 
on a badly worn coat lapel. 
Detectives broke into the apartment 
from which the bullets had been fired. 
They found evidence that a group of 
men had been waiting there for days 
and were prepared to wait many more 
days if necessary to get Aiello "on the 
spot." 
The room contained enough canned 
food to last four men a month, the 
officers said.

throughout the postoffice system. Sub­ 
stitutes will be hired to do the work 
tegular employes hitherto have been 
privileged to perform 
beyond 
their 
regular shifts. 
This plan probably 
will be followed in other departments. 
Reports to the White House indicate 
industry generally is awake to this 
expedient. Whether it will be recom­ 
mended to private employer* ha* not 
been 
determined, 
but 
Secretary of 
Commerce Lamont believes that must 
be considered by the president's cabi­ 
net council on unemployment. 
Announcing abandonment of reor­ 
ganization plan* which would have re­ 
quired gradual discharge of about 500 
persons in the United State* and 250 
abroad, Chairman O’Connor of the 
chipping board said the payroll reduc­ 
tion would have saved the government 
more than $1,000,000 a year. 
O'Connbr's policy, announced before 
a conference with Lamont, is accepted 
here as a lead which other federal 
officials will follow.

The administration leader* wish lo 
avoid any po*slble charge of aiding 
either side with affirmations or denial* 
they *ay. 
There is, however, a strong indica­ 
tion in the highest quarters that th.! 
W ickerham commission 
is contem­ 
plating a report which may not 
acceptable to some extremely dry or­ 
ganizations. 
Some portions of the commission 
report are known to have been tenta­ 
tively drawn, but not completed. The 
commission will meet here Nov. 5, the 
lay after election to adopt its con­ 
clusions. 
The report is scheduled to 
be in the hands of the president by 
the middle of November and may be 
•eat to congress when it reconvenes 
the early part of December. 
The 4.4 pei cent alcoholic content 
figure has not before been mentioned.

NAMED KOON

Rio De Janeiro, Brazil, Oct. 24.—* 
The Brazilian revolution triumphed 
today. 
President Washington Luis resigned 
when the main part of 
the 
federal 
forces stationed In the capital went 
over to the revolution. 
In the face of an ultimatum giving 
him until IO o'clock to get out of office 
and save further bloodshed on the 
fighting fronts, Wa*hington Luis re­ 
signed at 9:40 A. M. 
A military junta or committee head­ 
ed by Gen. Lelte De Castro took over 
th#* rein* of power. With Leite De 
Castro a* provisional president, it was 
expected congress would be dissolved 
end a new cabinet named. 
The end of the revolution, which 
start#*#) on Oct. 3, came with incredible 
swiftness. 
A long-drawn struggle had 
been expected and almost until the 
hour of Its doom, the government had 
been Issuing optlml*tlc statements of 
Its sure#*** on the southern fighting 
front. 
Vandalism and rioting broke out in 
the capital soon after th# overthrow of 
the government. 
Mob* stormed the 
newspapers 
A 
Node, Vanguard!*, O Pals, A Notlcla, 
Gaze! a Not (cia*, Cl it lea and Ordem. 
At the Noite building the mob en- 
teied the offices of the publisher. Ger­ 
ald#) Rocha, tearing apart the palatial 
furnishings and throwing them into 
the streets, where they were made Into 
bonfires. 
Rocha was not in the build­ 
ing but it was reported the manager, 
Ismael Muia, was maltreated and hie 
office wrecked. 
Other 
newspapers 
were 
similarly 
wrecked. 
The government organa and Inde­ 
pendent newspapers which had favor­ 
ed the government suffered most heav­ 
ily. 
Although the actual revolution 
wa* accomplished with 
comparative 
calm and little or no bloodshed, riot­ 
ing and banditry began to break out 
through the city not long afterwards.

DENT, NEW CABINET TO BE 
NAMED SOON

R io De Janeiro, Brazil, Oct. 24.—* 
T he 
Brazilian 
revolution 
trium phed 
today. 
P resident W ashington L uis resigned 
w hen the m ain part of 
the 
federal 
forces stationed in the capital w en t 
over to the revolution. 
In the face of an ultim atum givin g 
him until IO o’clock to get out of office 
and 
save further bloodshed 
on th e 
fighting fronts, W ashington L uis re­ 
signed at 9:40 A. M. 
A m ilitary junta or com m ittee head­ 
ed by Gen. L eite D e Castro took over 
the reins of power. 
W ith L eite D e 
Castro as provisional president, it w as 
expected congress w ould be dissolved 
and a new cabinet nam ed. 
The end of the revolution, which 
started on Oct. 3, cam e w ith incredible 
sw iftn ess. 
A long-draw n stru ggle had 
been expected and alm ost until the 
hour of Its doom, the governm ent had 
been issuing optim istic statem en ts of 
Its success on the southern fighting 
front. 
V andalism and rioting broke out in 
the capital soon after the overthrow of 
the governm ent. 
Mobs storm ed the 
newspapers 
A 
N oite, Vanguard la, O Pals, A Noticia, 
G azeta N oticias, C ritica and Ordem. 
At the N oite building the mob en­ 
tered the offices of the publisher, Ger- 
uldo R ocha, tearing apart the palatial 
furnishings and throw ing them into 
the streets, w here they w ere made Into 
bonfires. 
R ocha w as not in the build­ 
ing but it w as reported the manager, 
Ism ael Mala, w as m altreated and his 
office w recked. 
Other 
new spapers 
w ere 
sim ilarly 
w recked. 
The governm ent organs and inde­ 
pendent new spapers w hich had favor­ 
ed the governm ent suffered moat heav­ 
ily. 
A lthough the actual revolution 
w as accom plished w ith 
comparative 
calm and little or no bloodshed, riot­ 
ing and banditry began to break oat 
through the city not long afterwards. 
O vernight, the destinies of Brazil, a 
country of 40,000,000 population with 
an area larger than the United States, 
were turned over to a revolutionary 
leadership backed by force of arms. 
It is the fourth South American re­ 
public to undergo a revolution in the 
last few m onths, the others having 
been A rgentina, Peru and Bolivia. 
It w as the defection of the garrison 
at the im portant coast artillery post 
of C opacabana fortress, at 
Rio 
De 
Janeiro, backed by the third regiment, 
that turned the tide for the revolu­ 
tionaries. 
Leite De Castro issued an 
announcem ent saying he 
had 
gone 
over to the revolution "to save need­ 
less bloodshed and fighting between 
brothers.” 
T he new leader had 
not 
hitherto 
been especially prom inent in the revo­ 
lution. 
H e is a m ilitary m an, most of 
w hose career has been spent in the 
arm y. 
The sudden overthrow of the gov­ 
ernm ent leaves heavy forces of federal 
and revolutionary troops confronting 
each other on the Parana-Sao Paulo 
border, In the south, and at various 
points elsew here in the nation.

lighting was expected to cease w hila 
the leaders of the revolt hastened to 
Rio De Janeiro to decide on the form 
of the provisional governm ent.

It w as announced the rebels 
were ready to take the capital by force 
if necessary.

cost to the County. 
I did not "h ire' them, but req u ited their service* and commenced th* 
Investigation after I received Information which seemed sufficiently ant Io n 
tic to justify such investigation. Because you pretended to be much disturbed 
about the expense of the Investigation, although, apparently, not In the least 
disturbed about, learning wnether money has been taken from the County by 
mean* of false claims, I shall state that I get no greater salary from the 
County for my work in this investigation. In fact, I lose, because It ha* ©ecu 
pied alm ost all my time since It started and prevents me from doing other 
work for which I would be paid. 
You pretend to he disturbed because thi* m atter developed before elec 
tion. So am I disturbed for It has prevented me from meeting th** voters and 
making a campaign for election and I realise very well the necessity for 
making one. W hether you like it or not, I propose, ho long as I am County 
Attorney, to investigate and prosecute crim inal fraud* against the County 
whether it be before or nfter election. Do you, Mr. Brinson, believe that crim 
inal frauds and grafting of the County's money should he ignored by the 
County Attorney because he is running for that office? 


You Infer that I am at fault as the com m issioners "m ust tely on the ad 
vice of the County Attorney, whose business it Im to check bill* and advise 
the Board on any deals they m ake.” Again you are wrong. 
It Is the duty of the County Attorney to advise the Board as to the law 
when requested. It I* also his duty to see that claim * against the county which 
are presented to the Board are sworn to a* correct, that they are presented 
in proper form and that the law authorizes the expenditure of county money 
for the purpose stated in the bill. The County B oard baa tile sole duty of 
passing upon the question of whether the Service* or m aterial* named in the 
hill were in fact rendered or furnished, whether, in fact, they were charged 
for at a reasonable prier or the agreed price, and, in short, whether the claim 
is correct or not and whether it *hould be allowed 
W hat I have just outlined deals with claim * presented 
to the County 
Board for allowance arni payment. Most of the padded and fraudulent claim 
being investigated were paid under the provisions of See. 2570, General Stat 
Ute* of Minnesota, 1923, which provide© that labor claims for road work ca 
he paid by county warrant upon charge of construction. Under the law sue 
claim* are not presented to the county *board, anti therefore, not passed upon 
by me in any way. The road overseer, *uperintendent or foreman who sign 
Much a time check should know that the services were rendered at tin* price 
act out in the check before he sign* i' This method of paying labor on road 
work ha* been followed for a long time. The minute© of the Commissioners' 
meeting held a* recently as October tth, show appropriation* of $6,906.00 foi 
twelve different road projects, "to be expended under the *upervision of the 
County Engineer with authority to issue time check* in payment of lahoi.” 
The board has a legal right to do that if it chooses regardless of what I might 
think of the wi*dom of such a course. The time cheek* of the County En 
gineer for labor for such road work will not be. and the law does not require 
that they *hould be, presented to me for approval of any kind. 
You pretend to he worried because, a* you infer, the County Al torney sum 
moned grand jut ic.* to investigate liquor cases, where com plaints could have 
been made out by the County Attorney and the county * lived the expense of 
a grand jury. That never happened while I was County Attorney, and the 
court records clearly show it. I have served a* County Attorney for live term s 
of district court. During tiyit time four grand juries were called. E ach time 
the grand jury was called to consider indictm ents whole the law absolutely 
required grand jury action. No grand jury wa* in session over one day. It 
costs no more to nuve the grand jury in session for a full day than to have 
them in session one hour. On one occasion I did present two liquot cases to 
the grand jury alter it had finished the other work. It did not cost the county 
one cent but did save the expense of a court reporter at th** preliminary hear 
Ings which the defendants could have dem ands! had it first been brought in 
Municipal Court on my complaint. 


During Mr. W»e!and s first term lie did on one occasion keep a grand jury 
busy one day on liquor cases with the result that sixty three liquor indict­ 
m ents were returned as that day'* work It was such a record d a y s work lot 
a grand jury that it attracted the attention of the Associated Press which 
reported it to the papers of the country. It saved the county considerable 
money over the expense of preliminary hearing* in Municipal Court. 


F o r some year* and until recently you wore permitted to practice law in 
Minnesota, and did practice that profession. That being so I believe I may 
fairly assume that you know the law relative to the presentment of claim s to 
the County Board and the County Attorney’* duty In that regard. That you 
also know that there is no charge to the county when the state public exam 
incr examines county records, and that you know that grand juries must hi 
called to consider certain offenses, and that it costs no more to have the grand 
ju ry in session all day than a part of die day. lf you do know Hie law 
you have deliberately misled your readers, lf you didn’t know the law you 
have misled your readers because you did not know wha* you were writing 
about. The result it, the same.

Each time 
the grand jury was called to consider indictm ents where the law absolutely 
required grand jury action. No grand jury was in session over one day. It 
costs no more to nuve the grand jury in session for a full day than to have 
them in session one hour. On one occasion I did present two liquor eases to 
the grand jury after it had finished the other work. It dill not cost the county 
one cent but did save the expense of a court reporter at t lit* prelim inary hear­ 
ings which the defendants could have dem anded had it first been brought in 
Municipal Court on m y complaint. 


During Mr. W ieland’s first term lie did on one occasion keep a grand jury 
busy one day on liquor cases with the result that sixty-three liquor indict­ 
m ents were returned as that day’s w ork It was such a record d ay ’s work tot 
a grand jury that it attracted the attention of the Associated Press which 
reported it to the papers of the country. It saved the county considerable 
money over the expense of prelim inary hearings in Municipal Court. 


For some years and until recently you were perm itted to practice law in 
Minnesota, and did practice that profession. That being so I believe I may 
fairly assum e th a t you know tho law relative to the presentm ent of claims to 
the County Board and the County A ttorney’s duty in that regard.
